The  Persian  Boy  By  Mary  Renault 

Mary  Renault’s  first  novel,  Fire  from  Heaven, 
covered  th  e  first  twenty  years  of  Alexan  der  the 
Great’s  life,  till  he  succeeded  his  murdered 
father,  Philip  II,  as  King  of  Macedon. The  Persian 
Boy,  tells  the  extraordinary  but  true  story  of  his 
last  seven  years  during  which,  before  his  death 
at  thirty-two,  he  carried  his  conquests  to  the 
eastern  end  of  the  knowi  wcrld. 

Thenarratorof  his  brilliant  and  sometimes  tragic 
career  is  Bagoas,  ayoung  Persian  of  celebrated 
beauty  who,  adrift  from  the  court  of  the  dead 
Persian  King  Darius,  is  taken  into  Alexander's 
household  and  becomes  hisfavourite  attendant. 
Despite  thevicissitudes  of  his  campaigns,  his  twc 
marriages,  and  his  loyalty  to  his  boyhoodfriend 
Hephaistion,  Alexander  bestows  an  enduring 
affection  and  trust  upon  Bagoas,  who,  braving 
the  resentment  of  the  victorious  Macedonians, 
fosters  theyoung  conqueror’sgrowing  sympa¬ 
thy  with  his  Persian  subjects,  andcomforts  him 
in  the  isolation  of  his  genius. 

Bagoas  is  a  real  historical  person ,  an  d  one  who 
may  well  have  influenced  the  great  events 
described.  Seeing  them  in  all  the  imaginative 
richness  of  detail  with  which  Miss  Renault 
presents  them,  onefeelsthatfiere,  asin  her  other 
classical  novels,  she  may  have  arrived  intui¬ 
tively  at  the  truth. 

The  Persian  Boy  is  an  extremely  well  witten 
book  that  shows  that  gays  have  from  earliest 
times  served  in  the  military  and  been  able  to 
enjoy  their  sexuality  at  the  same  time. 

Although  this  book  was  first  published  many 
years  ago  it  is  readily  available  both  from  Public 
Libraries  and  Swindon’s  Book  shop.

You  can  easily  enjoy  yourself  24  hours  per  day 
in  this  fantastic  gay  city. 

Start  your  day  with  a  tasty  sandwich,  a  cappuc¬ 
cino  and  nice  company  in  one  of  Amsterdam’s 
most  popular  gay  ooffee  shops,  Downtown  cof¬ 
fee  shop,  Reguliersdwars  Straat  31  (opening 
hrs  11-20).  weather  permitting,  the  adjoining 
terrace  next  door  is  an  enjoyable  meeting  point 
throughout  the  day. 

Go  shopping  or  sightseeing  in  the  morning. 
Amsterdam  offers  you  a  variety  of  fashionable 
boutiques  anddepartmentstores.  Itisfamousfor 
its  museums  showing  among  others  paintings  of 
Rembrandt  and  Vincent  van  Gogh.  Take  a 
walking  tour  in  various  parts  of  old  Amsterdam, 
or  a  canal  boat  ride . 

The  (gay)  day  sauna  opens  its  doors  at  1 2.00 
and  is  soon  full  of  men  (mixed  ages)  who  are 
looking  for  pleasure.  The  sauna  is  clean,  mod¬ 
ern  and  offers  all  you  expect.  It  is  easy  to  forget 
about  time  here.  Thermosdag  Sauna, 
Raamstraat33  (opening  hrs  Mon.-Fri.  12-23  &

For  a  drink  in  the  afternoon  visit  eitherHavana 
or  April.  Both  these  popular  gay  bars  are  both 
located  in  the  Reguliersdwars  Straat  on  num¬ 
bers  37  and  15  (same  street  as  Downtown 
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Coffee  shop).  The  crowds  in  H  avana  and  April 
are  young  to  medium  age  but  Havana's  is  a  bit 
more  trendy. 

Amsterdam  doesn't  offer  special  gay  restau- 
rants(gays  arewidely  accepted  and  respected 
in  this  city  so  there  is  no  need  to ).  You  will  find 
all  kind  ofrestaurants  andvery  often  the  attend¬ 
ance  might  be  openly  gay. 

After  dinner  you  can  return  to  Havana  or  April, 
even  betteryoucangototheHalvaMaanSteeg 
a  small  street  near  by  where  you  will  find  3 
typical  Amsterdam  gay  bars:  Chez  Manfred, 
Montmarte  de  Paris  and  Amstel  Tavern.  The 
ages  are  mixed,  the  music  is  loud  and  the 
atmosphere  very  vivid. 

After  midnight  it  is  time  to  showyourself  (or  to 
watch  the  showyourself)  in  one  of  Europe’s  best 
gay  discotheques,  the  ‘If .  You  may  not  believe 
youreyes.  Itis  veryspectacular.  The'lf  closes 
at  dawn.  Discotheek  it,  Amstel  Straat24 (open¬ 
ing  hrs  Th./Fri./Sun  23-04.00  &  sat  23-05.00). 

If  you  still  have  energy  to  continue  the  (gay) 
night  sauna  will  be  happy  to  receive  you  till 
08.00  hrs.  'Thermos-nighf  sauna,  at  the  Kerk 
Straat  58-60  is  clean,  modern,  large  and  never 
without  a  clientele.  Opening  hrs  23-08.00. 

The  maxim  here  is  enjoy  yourselves,  but  keep 
it  safe.  Always!

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My  dearest,  dearest  Anna, 

It  might  seen  strange  that  I  should  be  writing  to 
you  since  we  see  each  other  so  often.  Yet 
there’ re  so  many  things  I  wantto  say  and  stupid 
me,  I  get  tongue-tied  at  times.  Funny,  yesterday 
walking  past  a  cake  shop,  Isawalittlachocolate 
cake,  almost  exactly  like  the  one  you  gave  me 
once,  with  the  tiny  red  flower  and  green  leaves 
in  marzipan,  intheshapeof  aflowerpot.  Remem¬ 
ber?  You  were  holding  it  as  you  waited  for  me 
outside  work.  I  thought  of  you  and  of  the  happi¬ 
ness  you’ve  brought  into  my  life. 

Itisn’tthatl  wasunhappy  before,  nor  could  I  say 
I  was  happy.  You  know,  really  happy,  For 
years.  I  had  been  fighting  on  and  off  against 
myself  being  a  lesbian,  fluctuating  between  ac¬ 
ceptance  and  denial,  until  I  came  to  somesortof 
acceptance.  It  was  just  too  strong  for  me,  no 
matterhowhardltried.ljustcouldn’tstraighten 
out(straightmen  are  emotionally soinadequate 
and  clumsy,  anyway,  you  know  about  my  pa¬ 
thetic  attempts  at  beingwith  them.)  So  I  stuck  to 
my  nature  and  stayed  all  curled  up  and  kinky!  It 
felt  pretty  damm  nice! 

At  work  inevitable  questions  like  “Do  you  have 
a  boyfriend?’  from  the  girls  bothered  me  a  bit.  I 
either  shrugged  them  off  or  cursed  them  in¬ 
wardly,  not  having  much  to  say  on  topics  like 
marriage  and  contraception.  I  usually  stayed 
silent  or  walked  off  because  I  didn’t  have  the

courage  to  say  what  I  thought.  The  split  up 
betwsen  myfatherand  I,  because  hefound  out 
I  liked  girls,  had  stopped  upsetting  me.  I  was 
living  my  own  life,  having  girlfriends  here  and 
there,  being  in  my  group  of  lesbian  and  gay 
friends.  On  the  whole,  like  was  okay,  but  my 
future  seemed  unclear  and  abit  frightening. 

Then  the  trend  among  my  friends  last  year 
disrupted  my  life.  Three  of  my  lesbian  friends 
decided  to  get  married.  I  felt  angry  and  betrayed 
-  after  all  theirtalk  aboutstaying  single,  abouthow 
theypreferredwomentomenandnotgivinginto 
society’s  expectations,  what  didthey  do ?  They 
went  and  tied  a  noose  round  their  necks.  Why 
?  Because  of  peer  pressure,  because  wedding 
bells  were  ringing  for  their  straight  friends,  be¬ 
cause  they  were  in  their  late  twenties,  because 
they  preferred  security,  reputation  and  social 
standing,  because  they  lied  to  themselves  th  at 
they  were  finishedwith  being  lesbiansandthem 
that  preferred  man  and  because  they  are  cow¬ 
ards.  To  me,  they  are  traitors.  I  call  them  the  “few 
years  lesbianssyn  drome”,  mouthing  a  lot  of  hot 
-air  principles  and  when  the  fun  an  d  games  are 
over,  life  gets  difficult,  they  straighten  out.  They 
abandon  us,  fighting  still  against  the  hetero¬ 
sexual  world,  while  they  are  cosily  settled  in  their 
man-woman  family  with  their  lesbian  past  con¬ 
veniently  swept  and  hidden  under  the  carpet.

Into  all  this  you  appeared,  suddenly  you  ap¬ 
peared  into  my  life,  with  the  minimum  offuss.  As 
ifonemoming,  lopenedthedoorandthereyou 
stood.  Thesewsrenothundernorlightning,  no 
earthquakes  ,  nor  amazing  sunsets,  but  you 
were  there,  quietly  and  calmly,  like  acool,  entree 
breeze,  entering  into  a  house,  so  soothingly. 

I  had  been  goingthrough  torments  and  periods 
of  self-doubt.  I  was  questioning  my  life-style  and 
sexuality  but  how  can  you  question  mother 
nature?  I  didn’t  choose  to  be  what  I  am.  It’s  like 
asking  why  there  are  trees,  Why  don’t  fish  fly  in 
the  sky  and  birds  live  underwater.  Its  the  same 
principle.  They  just  ARE .  I  triedto  imagine  myself 
as  a  heterosexual  but  couldn’t.  I  would  be  living 
a  lie,  because  it  would  be  against  my  nature. 

You  appeared  into  my,  then,  rather  mushy 
horizons.  Just  by  you  being  there,  I  had  the 
answers  to  my  doubts  and  uncertainties.  The 
only  way  to  be  really  happy  is  to  be  myself, 
although  it’s  not  always  possible  to  tell  the  truth, 
the  essentialthing  isto  be  honest  with  myself.  If 
I  can’t  behonestwith  myseif,  howcan  I  be  honest 
wth  others? 

You’re  always  so  calm  and  strong.  I  know,  life 
hasn’t  been  a  bed  or  roses.  Alienated  by  your 
family  because  you’re  a  lesbian,  problems  you 
had  at  college.. ..but  you  don’t  dwsll  on  the  bad 
things.  Instead  of  thinking  about  the  negative 
side,  you  emphasise  thepositive.  You  talk  about 
thefreedom  in  not  being  afraidto  beyourself  and 
to  live  it  out.  You  talk  about  the  happiness  and 
relief  in  not  living  a  lie,  inspite  of  prejudices  and 
injustices.  You  mention thegoodthings,  although 
often  in  the  past,  alone  in  the  evenings,  just  you 
and  the  four  walls,  you  questioned  and  won¬ 
dered  why  you  felt  so  lonely  and  outcast.  You 
never  talk  about  it  much,  but  I  know. 

You  see,  becauseofyou,  I'm  not  afraid  anymore. 
I  don’tfeel  alone.  Before,  lesbianism  was  like  a 
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hugemonsterthatfollowedmeeverywhereand 
I  couldn’t  get  rid  of  it.  It  just  wouldn’t  go  away.  I 
had  never  totally  accepted  myself,  but  nowit’s 
different.  I’m  not  afraidof  myself,  norofthefuture. 
It’s  all  because  of  you  and  of  the  changes  you 
broughtwithin  me. 

I’ll  close  now,  we’re  slowly  coming  towards 
midnight.  See  you  on  Friday;  I’m  so  looking 
forwardto  ournights  together  andtowalking  up 
in  the  mornings  wth  your  breath  on  my  cheeks. 
I  love  falling  asleep  in  each  other’s  arms,  legs 
entwined,  your  soft  warm  body  against  mine, 
your  breasts  nudging  me,  and  then  waking  up 
together  in  our  love  nest.  It’s  heavenly,  like  lying 
in  abed  ofrose  petals,  a  bed  of  tenderness  and 
love.

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Making  Relationships  Work 


We  allwantto  increase  the  passion  inourlives, 
particularly  with  our  loved  ones.  Perhaps  the 
ultimate  question  for  this  article  is,  ‘Whatmakes 
for  a  good  lover'.  In  quite  simple  terms,  people 
of  all  ages  usually  wantthesamethingfrom  their 
partners,  but  after  a  while  and  as  a  result  of 
misleading  information  fed  to  us  by  the  mass 
media,  ws  tend  to  shy  away  from  the  basics  of 
human  relationship. 

Wh  at  do  we  really  want  from  others  ?  Well  you 
may  be  surprised  to  knowthat  stunning,  good 
looks  an  d  a  perfect  body  are  not  high  on  the  list. 
In  fact,  the  most  desired  qualities  are  a  good 
common  sense  and  the  ability  to  share  with 
another  individual.  Read  the  following  points 
and  see  if  you  agree. 

Empathy:Sharing  another  person’s  emotions, 
thoughts  andfeelings can  go  a  longwsy  towards 
making  a  person  a  great  lover.  It's  not  so  much 
whata  person  does,  that  make  othersenjoy  his 
or  her  company.  It’s  what  others  feel  in  your 
presence  that  counts.  If  you  are  empathetic, 
your  partnerfeels  understood.  Perfect  empathy 
is  impossible,  but  communicating  your  honest 
desire  to  please  an  d  m  ake  your  partner  h  appy 
is  enough  to  showthatyour  heart  is  good  and 
is  in  the  right  place.  People  will  respondto  that. 

Attention:  We  all  like  to  be  the  centre  of  atten¬ 
tion,  particularly  when  we  are  in  bed  with  our 
partner.  Eye  contact  is  one  of  the  most  com  mon 
means  of  communicating.  If  you  have  the  misfor¬ 
tune  of  beingwith  someone  who  refuses  to  look 
atyou,  you  arefamiliarwith  emptiness  which  lack 
of  attention  can  bring.  In  contrast,  someone  who 
fixes  a  loving  gaze  on  you  can  be  a  big  turn  on, 
giving  you  a  feeling  of  full  satisfaction.  But  be 


careful  not  to  work  too  hard  at  focusing  your 
attention.  It  should  come  naturally.  Ifyourmind 
wanders  during  sex,  you  will  need  to  ask  your¬ 
self  why.  It's  most  likely  because  something 
doesn’tfeel  right,  and  it’s  importantto  knowand 
understand  why. 

Being  responsive:  Being  responsive  in  love 
making  is  in  itself  a  big  turn  on.  Reciprocating 
your  partneristouchingand  kissing  is  definitely 
a  good  idea.  However,  reciprocating  is  hard  to 
fake  particularly  in  the  longterm .  We  all  like  to  be 
touched,  and  how  we’re  touched  makes  the 
difference.  The  different  emotional  levels,  such 
as  gentleness,  lust,  hot  passion  or  aggression 
will  all  get  through  to  the  other  person's  sub¬ 
conscious.  We  all  have  a  personal  preference 
as  to  howwe  like  to  be  touched,  but  thattoo  can 
change  from  day  to  day  with  our  emotions.  So 
tune  in  to  your  partners  daily  moods  and  re¬ 
spond  accordingly. 

Talking:  Talking  is  not  always  easy,  but  a 
willingness  to  speak  to  your  partner  and  say 
what  you  feel  can  make  both  of  you  more 
responsive  to  one  another.  But  if  you  overdo 
talking,  it  can  become  atum  off.  There  are  times 
when  spoken  words  are  not  needed,  silence 
being  perfectly  acceptable.  Indeed,  so  golden 
are  themoments  that  can  besharedbetween  two 
people  that  sometimes  words  cannot  be  found. 
But  if  words  are  needed,  do  not  resort  to  a 
running  commentary.  Simply  comments  such  as 
‘that  feels  good"  or ‘do  that  again’  are  enough. 

Reciprocating:  This  isvery  important.  It  doesn’t 
have  to  be  either  partner.  The  ideal  is  to  be  a 
whole  person,  andthatrequires  a  degree  of  give 
and  take.  A  person  who  cannot  accept  this  is  not 


necessarily  a  bad  one.  He  or  she  may  be  rigid, 
uptight  or  scared.  Sex  is  not  the  job  of  one 
person,  mutuality  is  the  name  of  the  game. 

Spontaneity:  Predictability  is  boring  and  is 
oneofthe  reasonswhyrelationshipsbog  down. 
Partners  do  stray.  Spontaneity,  as  long  as  it  is 
positive,  will  enhancerelationships.  Sometimes 
'spontaneity1  may  have  to  be  planned  by  an 
individual  who  wishes  to  surprise  his  or  her 
partner,  but  ifthe  gesture  has  been  planned  by 
one  it  should  remain  spontaneous  to  the  other 
partner's  view.  Spontaneity  may  involve  mak¬ 
ing  love  in  a  different  place  or  time  of  the  day. 
Spontaneity  can  be  whatever  you  want  itto  be. 

Imagination:  The  imagination  is  a  wonderful 
tool  when  used  correctly,  do  not  distort  your 
imagination  sothatit  becomes  perverted.  Imagi¬ 
nation  for  imaginations  sakejust  does  not  work. 
Your  sexual  imagination  should  be  acceptable 
toyourpartner.  Ifyourpartnerisreceptive,  your 
combined  imaginations  can  run  wild. 

Caring  for  yourself:  As  ws  said  earlier  a 
perfect  body  will  not  necessarily  make  you 
attractive  to  your  partner,  butyoucan  makethe 
best  of  yourself.  Following  a  regular  exercise 
programmewill  not  only  makeyou  feel  good,  but 
it  will  also  be  good  for  your  partner.  This  can 
bring  added  benefits  to  yourpersonal  relation¬ 
ships.  Good  nutrition  will  also  enhance  your 
appearance  and  make  you  feel  charged  up. 
And  when  you  feel  like  that,  Spontaneity  and 
imagination  are  just  two  of  the  things  that  will 
come  to  you  more  easily.Finally,  take  care  to 
keep  yourself  clean  and  well  groomed.
